The Canada Council, together with the National 
Research Council and the Association of Universities 
and Colleges of Canada, administers a number of 
academic exchange programs between Canada and 
some foreign countries. Funds for the various pro- 
grams are provided by the Department of External 
Affairs, save for the specific academic exchanges 
between the Canada Council and the Centre Natio- 
nal de la Recherche Scientifique (CNRS) of France, 
the Academy of Sciences of the USSR and The Japan 
Society for the Promotion of Science (JSPS). 


This brochure describes the various forms of 
assistance offered by the Department of External 
Affairs and the Canada Council and sets out the 
terms and conditions under which grants are made.

Grants to Canadian 
Universities for Visiting 
Foreign Lecturers 


Under its program of cultural exchanges with a 
number of countries, the Government of Canada 
offers grants to Canadian universities to support 
visits of distinguished foreign university professors 
and scholars. The program is intended to encourage 
visits by persons of outstanding achievement to 
teach at Canadian universities. 

The counterpart of this program, i.e., Canadian 
university professors invited to teach in foreign 
universities, is administered directly by the Bureau 
of Public Affairs, Department of External Affairs, 
Lester B. Pearson Building, 125 Sussex Drive, 
Ottawa, Ontario K1A 0G2. 


Eligibility 

The program covers all areas of the arts (academic), 
the humanities and social sciences, the physical and 
biological sciences and engineering. Visitors must 
be called upon to make an additional contribution to 
the host institution rather than act as a replacement; 
applications to fill a post that is temporarily vacant 
therefore cannot be considered. 

Universities wishing to invite foreign artists to 
teach creative or performing arts should apply under 
the program of Grants to Canadian Cultural Organi- 
zations for Visiting Foreign Artists administered by 
the Canada Council for the Department of External 
Affairs. A folder describing this program is available 
from the Canada Council. 


Participating countries 

Algeria, Argentina, Australia, Belgium, Brazil, 
Czechoslovakia, Denmark, Federal Republic of 
Germany, Finland, France, Great Britain, Hungary, 
India, Iran, Italy, lvory Coast, Japan, Kenya, Mexico, 
Morocco, the Netherlands, New Zealand, Nigeria, 
Norway, Poland, Rumania, Senegal, Sweden, Swit- 
zerland, Tunisia, Venezuela and Yugoslavia. 
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Value 

The Government of Canada will pay the visitor a 
stipend of up to $1,000 a month, plus return air fare 
at economy rates (excursion fare 22-45 days, if 
applicable). 


Tenure 

One to four months. 

The visiting lecturer may be invited to Canada for 
a longer period of time but the grant from the Gov- 
ernment of Canada will be limited to four months. 


Application forms 
Application forms are available on the campus from 
the following offices: Graduate Studies, Registrar 
or Research Grants Administration. 

Institutions should ensure in advance that the 
scholar they intend to invite is interested in coming 
to Canada. 


Deadline for applications 

Completed applications must be submitted to the 
Canada Council before November 15, 1977, by the 
President of the host institution or his representative. 


Announcement of results 
In February 1978, the Canada Council will notify the 
universities of the results of the competition and 
extend invitations to the scholars recommended by 
the selection committee. 

Grants must be taken up between April 1, 1978 
and March 31, 1979. 


Exchange of Lecturers 
with the People’s Republic 
of China 


The general exchange program between Canada 
and the People’s Republic of China provides for an 
exchange of professors between the two countries. 

Under the program, three to six scholars may be 
invited to conduct a three-month lecture tour in the 
host country and carry out research if they wish. 
Chinese scholars visiting Canada are usually spe- 
cialists in Chinese civilization, language or literature. 
Canadian scholars going to the People’s Republic 
of China are specialists in the teaching of English 
or French as a second language. 

The Canada Council administers the program of 
Chinese professors visiting Canada. The Chinese 
scholars are nominated by their own Government. 
The Canada Council makes the necessary arrange- 
ments with the Canadian institutions concerned. 

The counterpart of this program, i.e., Canadian 
professors visiting the People’s Republic of China, 
is administered by the Association of Universities 
and Colleges of Canada (International Programs), 
151 Slater Street, Ottawa, Ontario K1P 5N1. 


Terms of awards (Chinese visitors) 
Subsistence allowance 
$30 a day from the Canadian Government. 


Travel allowance 

Travel to and from Canada is paid by the Chinese 
Government. Travel inside Canada, if necessary, is 
paid by the Canadian Government. 


Other allowances 

Accommodation and, if necessary, medical and 
hospital services are provided by the Canadian 
Government. 


Exchange of Researchers 
with France 


The cultural agreement between the Governments 
of Canada and France provides for a program of 
exchange of research scholars in all disciplines. The 
Canada Council administers research exchanges 
with France in the humanities and social sciences. 
Exchanges in the physical and biological sciences 
and engineering are administered by the National 
Research Council (International Relations),

Eligibility 

Canadian scholars 

Canadian university professors may apply to conduct 
research at the post-doctoral level in a French 
university or institute. The grants are not intended 
for persons pursuing a university degree. 

Applicants must be Canadian citizens. Adequate 
command of the French language will be an 
advantage. 

A previous award holder may apply again for 
assistance, but only after a period of two years. 
French scholars 
France nominates its own candidates, and the 
Canada Council makes the necessary administrative 
arrangements. 


Terms of awards 

Tenure 

Canadian scholars 

Three to six consecutive months, beginning after 
April 1, 1978. 

French scholars 

One week to 12 months. 


Subsistence allowance 

Canadian scholars 

150 francs a day, up to 3,000 francs a month, from 
the French Government. 

French scholars 

$34 a day, up to $680 a month, from the Canadian 
Government. 


Travel allowance 
The sending country provides return travel (economy 
air fare) from the permanent residence of the scholar 
to the capital of the host country. The latter pays 
for travel within its borders, if it is essential to the 
research as described in the application. 

No provision is made for travel of an applicant’s 
spouse or dependents. 


Medical and hospital services 

While in the host country, and under certain condi- 
tions, the grant holder and the members of his 
family who accompany him will receive free medical 
and hospital services. 


Application forms 

Application forms for Canadian scholars are 
available on the campus from the following offices: 
Graduate Studies, Registrar or Research Grants 
Administration. 


Deadline for applications 
Canadian scholars must submit completed applica- 


tions to the Canada Council before December 1, 1977. 


Announcement of results 

In February 1978, following the recommendations of 
the selection committee, the Canada Council will 
notify the Canadian scholars of the results of the 
competition. At the same time, successful applica- 
tions will be submitted for consideration to the 
French Government. In practice, a reply from the 
French authorities cannot be expected before two 
months. 


Exchange of Researchers 
with the USSR 


The General Exchange Agreement between the 
Government of Canada and the USSR provides for 
a program of academic exchanges in all disciplines. 


Eligibility 

Canadian scholars 

Ten Canadian scholars in any discipline may be 
received by Soviet institutions of higher learning to 
conduct research and, on invitation, do some 
lecturing as well. 

Applicants in the humanities and social sciences 
should apply to the Canada Council. Research 
exchanges in the physical and biological sciences 
and engineering are administered by the National 
Research Council (International Relations), 

100 Sussex Drive, Ottawa, Ontario K1A OR6. 
Applicants must be Canadian citizens and have 
adequate command of the language of the region(s) 

to be visited. 

Soviet scholars 

Ten Soviet scholars in any discipline may visit 
Canadian institutions of higher learning to conduct 
research and, on invitation, do some lecturing as 
well. 

The program of visiting Soviet scholars in all 
disciplines is administered by the Canada Council. 
The USSR nominates its own applicants, and the 
Canada Council makes the necessary arrangements 
with the Canadian institutions concerned. 


Terms of awards 
Tenure 
One to five months. 


Subsistence allowance 

Canadian scholars 

12 roubles a day from the Soviet Government and 
a supplementary monthly allowance of $100 from 
the Canadian Government. 

Soviet scholars 

$14.40 a day from the Canadian Government. 


Travel allowance 

The sending country provides transportation to and 

from the place of tenure in the host country. The 

latter pays for travel within its borders, if it is essen- 

tial to the research as described in the application. 
No provision is made for travel of an applicant’s 

spouse or dependents. 


Accommodation 
Accommodation is provided by the host country. 


Medical and hospital services 

While in the host country, and under certain condi- 
tions, the grant holder and the members of his family 
who accompany him will receive free medical and 
hospital services. 


Application forms 

Application forms for Canadian scholars are 
available on the campus from the following offices: 
Graduate Studies, Registrar or Research Grants 
Administration. 


Deadline for applications 

Canadian scholars must submit completed applica- 
tions to the Canada Council before December 1, 
1977. 


Announcement of results 

In February 1978, following the recommendations 

of the selection committee, the Canada Council will 
notify the Canadian scholars of the results of the 
competition. At the same time, successful applica- 
tions will be submitted for consideration to the Soviet 
Government. In practice, a reply from the Soviet 
authorities cannot be expected before a few months. 


Other Programs 
Funded by the Department 
of External Affairs 


The Canada Council administers for the Department 
of External Affairs two additional programs funded 
by the Government of Canada: 


e Grants to Canadian Cultural Organizations for 
Visiting Foreign Artists 

e Government of Canada Awards to Foreign Nationals, 
to pursue graduate studies or post-doctoral research 
in all academic disciplines, or equivalent under- 
takings in the arts. 


The Department of External Affairs also funds and 
administers two additional programs: 


e Grants to Canadian Scholars to Attend International 
Conferences 

e Grants to Canadian Scholars to Teach Canadian 
Studies in Some Foreign Countries.

Agreement Between 
the Canada Council and 
the Academy of 
Sciences of the USSR 


This agreement is part of the General Exchanges 
Agreement between Canada and the USSR and aims 
to facilitate contacts and exchanges between 
specialists in the humanities and social sciences. 
Under the terms of the agreement, the Canada 
Council and the Academy of Sciences of the USSR 
may each exchange annually up to 10 scholars to 
conduct research. 


Eligibility 

Canadian scholars 

The Council recommends scholars who have ex- 
pressed the desire to carry out research mainly or 
entirely in the Academy’s institutions and have 


applied successfully in the current year for Exchange 


of Researchers with the USSR, Leave Fellowships, 
Research Grants or Killam Scholarships. The 
Canada Council will make adjustments to prevent 
duplication of payments for the same purpose. 

No additional application forms need be 
completed. 

Applicants must be Canadian citizens. 
Soviet scholars 
The Soviet Academy of Sciences nominates the 
Soviet scholars, and the Canada Council makes the 
necessary arrangements with the Canadian institu- 
tions concerned. 


Terms of awards 
Tenure 
One week to five months. 


Subsistence allowance 

Canadian scholars 

12 roubles a day from the Academy of Sciences of 
the USSR and a supplementary monthly allowance 
of $100 from the Canada Council. 


e Soviet scholars 
$14.40 a day from the Canada Council. 


Photocopying allowance 

If necessary to the research program, the receiving 
party provides an allowance of up to $200, or the 
equivalent in roubles, for duplication and photo- 
copying of materials. 


Accommodation 
Accommodation is provided by the receiving party. 


Medical and hospital services 

While in the host country, and under certain condi- 
tions, the grant holder and the members of his 
family who accompany him will receive free medical 
and hospital services. 


Travel allowance 
The sending party provides transportation to and 
from the host country. The receiving party pays for 
travel inside the host country, if it is essential to 
the research as desribed in the application. 

No provision is made for travel of an applicant's 
spouse or dependents. 


Announcement of results 

Results are normally announced two months after 
applications are recommended to the Soviet 
Academy. 


Agreement Between 

the Canada Council and the 
Centre National de 

la Recherche Scientifique 
{CNRS} of France 


The purpose of this agreement is to facilitate 
scientific cooperation in the humanities and social 
sciences. In particular, it provides for the exchange 
of researchers, notably in research programs of 
common interest carried out by French and 
Canadian teams of scholars. 

Certain research themes may be given priority in 
this program. If funds are limited, applicants whose 
research has been supported by Canada Council 
Research Grants may also be given preference. 


Eligibility 
Canadian scholars 
Canadian researchers may apply if they are involved 
in or wish to set up joint research endeavours with 
particular scholars in France. 

Grants are not intended for persons pursuing a 
university degree. 

Applicants must be Canadian citizens. 
French scholars 
Nominations of French scholars are submitted to the 
Canada Council by the CNRS. 


Terms of awards 

Tenure 

Tenure may vary according to the needs of the 
individual project. During his stay in the host 
country, the grant holder is encouraged to give 
seminars, participate in research conferences and 
visit other researchers. 


Subsistence allowance 

Canadian scholars 

While in France, Canadian scholars receive 150 
francs a day, up to 3,000 francs a month, from the 
CNRS. 

French scholars 

While in Canada, French scholars receive $34 a 
day, up to $680 per month, from the Canada Council. 


Travel allowance 
The sending party pays return economy air fare 
between the applicant’s permanent residence and 
destination in the host country. No provision is made 
for travel of an applicant’s spouse or dependents. 
Travel within the host country will be paid by the 
receiving party if it is essential to the research as 
described in the proposal. 


Medical and hospital services 

While in the receiving country, and under certain 
conditions, the grant holder and the members of his 
family who accompany him will receive free medical 
and hospital services. 


Research costs 

No specific provision is made under this agreement 
for research costs. Canadian scholars should apply 
to the Canada Council Research Grants Program 
for research costs related to their project. 


Application forms 

Application forms are available from the Canada 
Council. The following information is required: 

the exact nature of the joint research currently in 
progress or proposed, including an explanation of its 
significance; 
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e alist of participants in the project and a description 
of the division of work; 

e the reasons for wishing to visit France; 

e names and affiliations of researchers to be visited 
in France and evidence that these persons have 
agreed to receive the applicant; 

e proposed dates of the visits; 

e size of grant requested; 

ea curriculum vitae. 


Evaluation 

Applications will be sent to independent specialists 
chosen for their expertise on the topic or in the 
field of research of the proposal. 


Deadline for applications 

There is no deadline for submitting applications. 
Requests are assessed individually, on their own 
merits. Applicants must, however, submit their 
requests at least three months in advance of the 
date of their proposed visit to ensure enough time 
for a decision by the Canada Council and, if 
favourable, confirmation by the CNRS. 


Agreement Between 

the Canada Council and the 
Japan Society for the 
Promotion of Science (JSPS} 


The agreement between the Canada Council and 
the Japan Society for the Promotion of Science 
(JSPS) is intended to develop scientific relations 

in the humanities and social sciences between 
Canada and Japan. As a first initiative, scholars are 
being exchanged between the two countries, in two 
categories of visits: 

annual exchange visits by two senior scholars from 
each side who will lecture, give seminars, exchange 
ideas and information in their fields with scholars 
in the host country; 

annual exchange visits by one junior scholar from 
each side who will conduct research under the 
supervision of the host professor or researcher. 


Eligibility 
Canadian scholars 
The Council recommends scholars who have ex- 
pressed the desire to carry out research in Japan and 
have applied successfully in the current year for a 
Leave Fellowship, Research Grant, Killam Scholar- 
ship or Doctoral Fellowship. The Canada Council 
will make adjustments to prevent duplication of 
payments for the same purpose. 

No additional application forms need be 
completed. 

Applicants must be Canadian citizens. 
Japanese scholars 
Japanese scholars are nominated by the Japan 
Society for the Promotion of Science, and the 
Canada Council makes the necessary administrative 
arrangements. 
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Terms of awards 

Tenure 

Senior scholars: three weeks to three months. 
Junior scholars: six to 12 months. 


Subsistence allowance 
$891 a month or the equivalent in Japanese yen. 


Travel allowance 

The sending party provides travel to and from the 
host country, and the receiving party pays, under 
certain conditions, travel inside the host country. 


Medical and hospital services 

The receiving party assists in providing medical and 
hospital services, but the cost is the responsibility 
of the sending party. 


Announcement of results 

Applicants are notified two months after applications 
are recommended to the Japan Society for the 
Promotion of Science. 
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
